B urns disappeared early In th e ev en ­ 
ing, and was no t p resen t when th e 
Jury a t 2 o'clock decided on a verdict 
T h is was only reached a fte r Hie m em ­ 
bers In favor of conviction bad, as one 
expressed It “ ripped th e m up In g re a t 
s h a p e .” 
T h ey could 
n o t see why 
B u rn s should be convicted, b u t were 
show n th e points In law so well t h a t 
th e y decided to vote w ith th e m a ­ 
jority. T h e n u m b er of votes tak e n was 
22, th e last being u n a n im o u s for th e 
city. W hen th e ju ry e n te red th e room 
Mayor G ilbert was there, b u t B urns 
had no t yet re tu rn e d .

W a s h i n g t o n , May 23 —The filing of 
a suit in Ihttsburg by the French armor 
firm of Schneider A Co., against the 
Carnegie Steel company, to restrain the 
latter from m aking armor of nickel 
steel for the U nited States government 
without paymeut of royalty, on the 
ground of infringem ent of the pateut, 
held by the Schneider company, caused 
no surprise at the navy department, 
where some such rn*wk had been ex­ 
pected for a long time. 
The navy de­ 
partment h a s gone on record (a most 
unusual proceeding! in declaring that 
the Schneider patent is not valid. 
This 
was done at the tune when the depart­ 
ment made its contra t with the Carne­ 
gie company, iii 1892. for armor. 
To guard the contractor against such 
a suit 
as this, 
which lias now been 
brought, the 
contract provides that 
money equal to the realty on each plate 
accepted bv the government should be 
laid a-ide rn a depository, and in case a 
court of com petent jurisdiction should j 
find the patent invalid, the money ■ 
should Is* repaid in to the treasury. So, I 
as it stands, the Carnegie company can 
uot lose by this suit, even if the decis­ 
ion is iu favor of the French company, 
and the suit therefore is really against 
the United States government 
Tile defense of the Carnegie company 
will Is* based ou two contentions, first, 
that the entire Schneider patent is in 
valid, because a sim ple alloy cannot Im 
patented under our laws, aud, because 
the peculiar properties of this alloy ha I 
been made known to the world before 
the issue of patents by a publication in 
the proceedings of the British Iron aud 
Steel institute of ISIS), of a paper pre­ 
pared by Prof. Riley, au em inent Brit­ 
ish m etallurgist. 
The second plea of the Carnegie com ­ 
pany was that they do not make their 
nickel steel in the manner prescribed in 
the formula of the Schneider patent. 
This contemplates the admixture of 
m etallic nickel with the molten steel 
before it is worked into ingots. 
The 
Carnegie company uses nickel oxide, a 
mineral. 
This is united w ith a small 
quantity of m olten steel, forming an 
alloy w ith a very high per centage of 
nickel, which is then need Im turn in 
suitable proportions in the furnaces to 
make an alloy of the standard per cent­ 
age, namely, three and a quarter pet 
cent nickel. 
As to the suit bt ought by the Harvey 
patentees against the Bethlehem com 
pany, it may Im* stated that the United 
States governm ent is not involved 
It 
has paid a lump sum for the right to 
use the Harvey process in making all of 
the armor plate that will lie needed foi 
the vessels in sight, and the efforts of 
the plaintiffs are directed to forcing the 
company to pay a royalty, equal to #) I 
per ton, on all of the armor it has con 
traded to furnish tin* Russian govern­ 
ment.
